We respectfully petition for these funds because we believe that Clatsop 
College is the agency best qualified to fulfill the criteria established by 
the Corporation when the Fund was set up 19 years ago. 


1, The original contributions were given to acquire and 
equip a county library. Since the proposition of a 
public county library has failed three times at the 
polls, such a library seems unlikely in the near future. 
Existing community libraries, in the main, serve only 
their own localities, Clatsop College is county-wide in 
support and service. Its library facilities are freely 
available to all residents of the County. Therefore, it 
is the only agency fulfilling the requirement of a 


county library. 


2. The library, built on the campus of the Community 
College, would fulfill the requirement that the 


Memorial Library be located in the City of Astoria. 


3. The library would be known as the Veterans' Memorial 
Library, thus doing perpetual honor to the Clatsop County 
Veterans of the wars of the United States. A special 
room would be designated to house memorials to the 
veterans, such as collections of books on American 
history and a collection of recordings of great events 
in history. 


4. The Memorial Library could house any public historical 
display which will supplement and support the worthy 
achievements of other historical institutions in this 
area. Such a display might consist of rare books, 
manuscripts, and artifacts of Americana, Veterans’ 
organizations might wish to maintain a display of 
flags or other patriotic memorabilia.

We petition for the Memorial funds because Clatsop College not only can meet 
the established criteria, but also because it is the institution which can 
best keep faith with the Founders by richly developing their early purposes, 
honor to the veterans, service to Clatsop County. 


Clatsop College, located in an area of recent developmental 
discouragements, has the brightest potential in the County. 
Our most insistant requirement at this moment is a library 
building, the heart of any educational system, Without it, 
further growth at the College becomes almost impossible. 


If the College is granted these Memorial funds for a library, we believe 
we can perform the following unique services which will richly develop the 
original intent of the Founders of the Fund. 


1. Clatsop College Library can supplement other library services. 


Every library has its own unique function to perform. We do 
not propose to compete in any way with the services of other 
libraries operating in the county. We realize that a public 
library is by demand a popular library, providing materials 
for entertainment, relaxation, and recreation. It must main- 
tain a wide assortment of newspaper and magazine files, and 
the latest in fiction. It supplements the growing libraries 
of the surrounding elementary and secondary schools. A bulle- 
tin from the Oregon Library Association, Aug. 27, 1964, states, 


"Only through a cooperative system of libraries 
can the people in an area achieve quality service." 


With this, we whole-heartedly agree, Thus, we do not presume 
to duplicate the services of any of the four community 
libraries in the county or of any school library. We only 
want to take our place in the system by offering our unique 


services freely to every library, every school, every resident 
in the county, 


2. Clatsop College Library can provide technical and professional services, 


Complete library service demands more than the general 
advantages of a public library, It demands literature and 
research material for the scholarly and discriminating 
citizens, for the hundreds of college students who have 
vocational and professional interests and research projects. 
With a trained faculty on hand to direct the avid reader and 
to encourage the searching student, only the College can 
serve effectively in this technical and scholarly area which 
raises the intellectual level of the whole community. 


3. A strong technical and professional library at Clatsop College can help 
to attract industry. 


With a reservoir of technically trained people developed by 
adequate College resources, this area could become the center 
of an industrial complex, We would attract industry not only 
by the wealth of our local, natural resources, but also by 

the supply of trained manpower and the availability of techno- 
logical aids, It is a well-known fact that industries tend to 
locate where these assets are available. Such inquiries have 
already been made by a large industry considering expansion 

in this area, 


© 4, Building the Veterans' Memorial Library at the College will bring new 
money to the area. 


In our building plans for the future, a library comes 

first. Architects could proceed at once if the money were 
available, If we are awarded the Veterans’ Memorial funds, 
we can immediately qualify for $90,000 matching funds from 
state and federal sources. The release of these funds in 
this community would provide a vigorous boost to the economy 
of the area, providing jobs and stimulating sales. If the 
College fails to obtain the amount required to qualify for 
the matching funds, the $90,000 is lost to this district, at 
least for this bienium, and possibly for all time. 


The Veterans’ Memorial Fund is our only hope 
of getting the $90,000 matching fund, and we have 
only until Dec. 1, 1964 in which to qualify.

We therefore earnestly petition the Corporation for the Memorial funds, 
believing that through the College the most extensive gains can be 
brought to Astoria and to Clatsop County. By building the library 

a at the College, 


the four primary criteria will be met; 

a cooperative and complete library system will be provided; 
technical and professional resources will be developed; 
technically trained people will attract new industry; 

new money, otherwise lost, will boost local economy. 


Beyond all this, there is one further, intangible gain, the encouragement 
and hope that this great step in educational progress would bring to the 
youth of this area, They would develop pride and purpose because here, 
in their own part of the state, they could get technical and professional 
training of the highest caliber to fit them for good years ahead. How 
better can veterans be honored and the community served? 


We of the College want to provide all these benefits, Whether or not we 
can do so depends upon the help we get, for we cannot accomplish them 
alone, Either the community forges ahead with us, or we all fall back 
together, We believe with the psychologist, William James, that every man 
has it within himself to become far more than he now is. We believe that 
with the Memorial funds plus the $90,000, Clatsop College can help this 
become a reality for the people of Clatsop County,

Note: This is not an exact rendering of the minutes. Sentences have been edited and combined to 
make reading more efficient. 


Page 84 September 7, 1863 (Judge George Davidson; Commissioners Philip Gearhart 

and Luke Taylor; John Badollet, County Clerk) 
Ordered that a levy of $2 be levied on every person liable to military duty in this State for the 
year 1863. 


112 January 2, 1865 

It is ordered by the Board of County Commissioners that the sum of $50 be appropriated to each 
of the 11 men who have volunteered to fill the quota due from Clatsop County in the Regiment of 
Oregon Infantry; said orders to be made payable at the end of 3 years or sooner if honorably 
discharged. 


114 February 6, 1865 

Ordered that the order appropriating $50 to each of the 11 men who have volunteered in the 
service of the United States, passed January 2, 1865, be amended, as to appropriate the sum of 
$25, one half of said appropriation to each of the said 11 men at this time, said order to call for 
Legal Tender notes, at 50 cents on the dollar. 


124 July 3, 1865 

Ordered that the clerk be directed to give notice to all persons having received United States 
Muskets and receipted therefore on or about the year 1855 to the county clerk, for such mus- 
kets, to return them to the county commissioners on or before the first day of August next or 
they will be required to pay for said musket. 


127 September 5, 1865 

Notice having been given as directed for the return of all Muskets belonging to the U.S. and in 
compliance of said notice six having been returned, to wit, from DE Pease, George Davidson, 
Byron Olney, John Thomas, Fred Bearman, and Fred Ketchum, it is hereby ordered that the 
clerk be required to make out and present to those persons having received Muskets from the 
Board of Commissioners, for the payment of said Muskets, and that the appraised value of the 
said Muskets be $8 each, which value the Clerk is required to collect from the said delinquents. 


132 January 2, 1866 

Andrew J Welch, Thomas Spencer, John W Welch, Chas E Newman, William B Ross, Andrew J 
Moore, Robert D McGrant, & Frank Manson presented their claims against the county for the 
bounty money due them for services in Company E, 1st Regiment of Oregon Infantry, U.S. 
Volunteers having showed to the court that they had been honorably discharged as per order of 
said Court, made on the 2nd day of January A.D. 1865, which claims were ordered to be paid out 
of the County Treasury. 

Ordered to pay Nathan S Coffenberry $25 balance due as bounty money for Oregon Volunteers. 


138 April 3, 1866 
Ordered to pay Thomas Jackson $25 bounty money as one of the volunteers from this County.
